".This,is,preeminently^ the day of innovations, and so pro- 


noji'iife'ed is',the,disposition and tendency to change things-that 
hafdly':any,niovenieht istarr.ied>tp completion before changes 
arevpr.oposedi.iahd in too many instances introduced, to the 
de'trinient of the original undertaking. 
- , . 


"No'sensible :man or-woman is opposed to everything in the 


way, of. change. There arc .'limes w len changes'are necessary 
arid beneficial, but the tendency toward constant tinkering in 
the .line/of .practically alHhc "activities of life is in many cases 
productive,of more harm-than good, and proves destructive 
rather'than constructive. '' 


A striking illustration of the passion for change and innova- 


tion js afforded by an eastern city which has established a 
number of public playgrounds for (he benefit of the children. 
The grounds have proved popular and are visited daily by 
large numbers-of boys and girls who fnjoy the privileges of- 
fered and arc apparently appreciative.of what has been done 
for them. 
; 


Bui already •thcre;:ha3-eoi-ne-l-he-incvilable "innovation." 


Instead of allowing the grounds and their equipment lo stand 
for and fulfill the purposes for which (hey were designed, the 
sewing machine must be introduced and the girls must be 
given lessons in making such garments as some of the children 
wear in their sports. 


• The teachiiig of sewing is a commendable thing and there 
should be more of it, but is the public playground the place for 
it? ' And if sewing,is to be taught lo lhcsgirls, why not car- 
pentering and- blacksmithing to the -boys? This innovation 
seems to us like a step-toward converting public playgrounds 
into.vocationj.l schools, which arc worthy in themselves, but 
which the public did not have in mind when the subject of 
such grounds first came up for consideration. 
'.'..One.of.'the.'weaknesses of the people of .this country today 
is-their seeming inability to let anything alone. 
No matter 


how good a tiling is or how .well it is doing its work, there soon 
comes an "'uiiiovation" which often brings change rather than 
benefit, with the result that the original undertaking is im- 
peded more tliitn it is advanced. 


The relinquishment of this bad habit would be a welcome 


and beneficial'innovation.

entific attainments, bnt'il seems that.oul in the state of Wash- 
ington some of them have been cojlectitig wolf bounties on 
coyote pelts for a number of years; .anil the authorities have 
just discovered the imposition, the-bounty on a wolf is jftlS 
while dial on a coyote is only $1, consequently these western 
farmers will have to be credited with adopting advanced meth- 
ods along certain lines at least.
